South Niagara site options need consideration

The mayors are also recom¬ 
mending retaining urgent care 
centres now operating at Port 
Colbome and Fort Erie hospi¬ 
tals. Smith’s interim report on 
restructuring the NHS calls for 
a single free-standing urgent 

Despite the differences, 
Smith said Friday he is very 
pleased with the recommen¬ 
dation from the mayors. 

“Our greatest hope was for 
a unanimous view and we 
achieved that," he said. “I’m 
very, very encouraged by the 
fact that (the mayors) got so 
far.” 

Smith, however, said the 
mayors recommendation to 
add another south Niagara 
urgent care centre will need 
more consideration as well. 

He said the health system 
needs to ensure that the right 
resources are available and 
that an additional urgent care 
centre would complement 
other primary care resources. 

It also needs to be “afford¬ 
able and staffable,” he added. 
“At the end of the day, one of 
the challenges the NHS has 
is we have too many sites in 
terms of staffing and coverage, 
cost and infrastructure. Before 
adding an additional site for 
urgent care, we’d really want 
to understand what was the 
thinking and is there another 
way to get the same outcome 
by changing how we look at 
primary care.” 

The specifics of the new 
hospital site, he added, is 
something that can be deter¬ 
mined after he presents his 
final report to Health Minister 
Deb Matthews at the end of 
this month. 

“It was a matter of doing 
what we’ve been tasked to 
do, which was to determine 
whether or not there was a 


unanimous position on a the 
need for a new hospital,” said 
Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe. 
“Now, it becomes more of a 
public process. ... It needs a 
lot more input as we move 
forward.” 

Some of that analysis, he 
added, will be up to NHS and 
medical staff, while some of it 
should come from the public. 

Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn said the sites deci¬ 
sion was arrived at after a very 
in-depth process, looking at 
such parameters as distance 
and travel time, ambulance 
response, the availability 
of municipal services. The 
mayors then reduced a list of 
six possible locations down to 
two “sweet spots that make the 
most sense.” 

Augustyn said most 
Pelhamites will likely continue 
to travel to Welland if the new 
hospital is built near Hwy. 140 
and East Main St., but if it’s 
at Lyons Creek and the QEW, 
they will likely travel to the 
new hospital in St Catharines. 

The intersection of Netherby 
and Montrose Rds., near the 
borders of Welland, Niagara 
Falls, Fort Erie and Port 
Colbome, was one of the sites 
that had been shortlisted, but 
Sharpe said after researching 
the site the mayors determined 
“it isn’t as weU-positioned in 
terms of drive times that was 
suggested, and it’s also outside 
the urban boundaries” of the 
neighbouring communities. 

Sharpe said the recom¬ 
mended locations allow for 
some flexibility because they 
are four square kilometres, 
rather than specific locations. 

For instance, the East 
Main site could actually be 
as far south as the munici¬ 
pality’s Enterprise Industrial 
Subdivision near the intersec¬ 
tion of Hwy. 140 and Ridge Rd. 

“One of the reasons for 


doing that is not to cause 
people to run out and start 
buying land on (speculation),” 
he said. 

Port Colbome Mayor Vance 
Badawey said the mayors, 
the regional chairman and 
regional staff members did 
a great deal of work in a very 
short time frame to come up 
with the recommendations. 

"Although sometimes it's 
difficult to not be parochial, we 
tried to look at it as one south 
Niagara versus six parcels of 
south Niagara. With that, we 
think we made the appropriate 
recommendation,” Badawey 
said. “This decision is not 
only for today. It’s a decision 
for tomorrow as well. When 
we build a new hospital, the 
expectation is that it’s going 


to be here for the next 50 to 60 

Badawey said the recom¬ 
mendation to retain the 
existing urgent care centres, 
including the hospitals they’re 
attached to, “will allow the 
city to continue to put in place 
the clinical service plans that 
we’ve worked on for the past 
three or four years.” 

He said it will allow the 
community to “continue to 
offer enhanced primary care 
services to patients, and when 
the new site is built, it will 
inject itself and we expect it 
to fit seamlessly into align¬ 
ing the primary care services 
we’re establishing with acute 
care services that would oth¬ 
erwise be provided in the new 
hospital.” 


Badawey suspects the health 
minister will agree to retain 
two urgent care centres. He 
said it’s less expensive to visit 
an urgent care centre than it 
is an emergency department, 
and by retaining both of them 
it will provide a less expensive 
option for less seriously iU 
patients to get the health care 
they need. 

While Smith said adding 
a second urgent care centre 
might be considered, retain¬ 
ing the full hospitals is not an 
option. 

“To be very honest I couldn't 
in good conscience say to the 
minister, invest in this new 
hospital and by the way keep 
the old ones operating and 
also invest in continuing to 
bring those up to standard,” 


he said. 

Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs 
said choosing a hospital site 
was a struggle for her, because 
she’s concerned that a new 
hospital may never come 
to fruition and, secondly, 
because of unanswered ques¬ 
tions regarding the costs of 
building a new hospital in 
comparison with the costs of 
revamping existing sites. 

She said Wainfleet council 
passed a motion very similar 
to the motion approved by 
Welland city council earlier 
this month, asking that ser¬ 
vices currently offered there 
including pediatrics and 
obstetrics be maintained, and 
that the Welland hospital be 
considered as a location for a 
new south Niagara site. 

However, she said select¬ 
ing the two recommended 
locations for the new hospital 
was part of the process being 
followed. 

“Although my obvious pref¬ 
erence would be East Main 
and the 140,1 felt comfortable 
with the recommendation 
of two sites knowing that the 
recommendation included 
UCC’s in Port Colborne and 
Fort Erie and that next steps 
will include extensive public 
participation and inclusion of 
municipal councils,” she said 
in an e-mail. 

“I think from Wainfleet’s 
perspective, access to timely 
acute care is first and foremost 
and that's why if a new hos¬ 
pital is built the location is so 
crucial us,” she said. “Primary 
care is extremely important, 
however, rural residents for 
the most part are somewhat 
accustomed to lengthier travel 
times when accessing services 
— but when it’s a matter of life 
or death it’s a completely dif¬ 
ferent story.”

T hat might seem like a

I started thinking 
about this question when I 
heard a portion of the novel 
“The Color Purple” read aloud. 

In the novel, one of the 
characters says “Folks come 
to church to share God, not to 
find God.” Right there, in eleven 
words, you see two different 


is about Well, since worship 
is at the heart of what we do 
as Christians, it’s a valid topic. 
Although we probably have a 
feir amount of agreement on 
what we do in worship (not the 
form, but the content) we may 
not know why. What are some 
options? 

Some people worship out of 
duty. They feel a sense of duty 
to their God to gather together. 
There’s nothing especially 
wrong with that. There is, 
after all, a biblical injunction 
about this: “Let us not give up 
meeting together, as some are 
in the habit of doing,” is written 


in the Book of Hebrews, and it 
reminds us both that we should 
worship, and that we’re often 
sorely tempted not to worship. 

Some people worship 
because they like the rituals. 
Human beings are creatures 
of habit; we like things to be 
at least a little bit predictable. 
We don’t like chaos. There’s 
comfort to be found for many 
in the natural and understood 
progression of a “good” 
worship service: the singing 
of the songs, the reading of 
the word, the saying of die 
prayers, the celebration of 
the sacraments. Doing these 
fa miliar things is for some 
a reminder that God is a 
constant; that God doesn’t 
change. 

Some people worship 
noisily, with praise bands 
and loud music and shouting 

preachers reminding them of 
the joy and excitement that 
accompanies a relationship 
with God; others worship in 
quiet contemplation, seeking 
just a brief word or revelation 
from God that reminds them 
of the peace God wants to give 
us. Some see worship as their 
acts of service to the world, 
remembering that “Religion 
that God our Father accepts 
as pure and faultless is this: to 
look after orphans and widows 
in their distress and to keep 
oneself from being polluted by 
the world.” 

Some people worship simply 
to praise God. Their worship 
is an act of thanksgiving from 
beginning to end - with hands 
and voices raised to the glory 
of God. Some people worship 
because they like fire sense 
of community created, as 
different people with different 
gifts and talents and needs 


join together as one. As the 
character from The Color 
Purple hinted, some worship 
to share God, hoping that 
there’s someone present who 
needs God’s presence, and 
some worship to find God, 
remembering that since Jesus 
said “when two or more gather 
in my name I am among them,” 
then the experience of his 
presence must be natural to 
worship. 

I think all of those (and there 
are a lot more) are perfectly 
good reasons to worship. Tbo 
often we judge others who we 
think worship for the wrong 
reasons, believing that only 
our reason for worshiping can 
possibly be right I don’t think 
that's what God wants of us. 

The “why” we worship can have 
all sorts of different answers. 

For me, after having thought 
about all this, the real question 
isn’t "why we worship” but 
what ultimately happens when 
we worship. Whatever the 
reason for joining together, 
worship should change us in 
some way. We should always 
leave as a transformed person. 
Not perfected, not ideal, but 


just a little more of who God 
is and what God wants from 
us. The great Christian ethidst 
John Howard Yoder wrote 
that “praising God is at the 
very centre of the Christian 
church's mandate. When we 
gather for worship... we are to 
prodaim the virtues of the one 
who called us to the light and 
who made us into the people 
of God." However and for 
whatever reason we worship, 
just by doing so we are rejoicing 
in our place among the people 
of God, who has a place for 
everyone!

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MANAGING NUISANCE ALARMS 


A nuisance alarm is when a smoke alarm accidentally activates, generally due 
to cooking activities or steam from the shower. Unfortunately, people often 
respond to nuisance alarms by removing the battery from the alarm or shutting 
off the circuit breaker. This is a very bad idea. Not only is it against the law, it 
may leave your home and your family at serious risk if a fire occurs. Fortunately, 
there are some very effective ways to address the problem of nuisance alarms. 

Follow the suggestions below until you find the ones that work for you. 

Tips to combat the problem 

The most common cause of nuisance alarms is cooking. Therefore, the first 
step is to minimize the problem at the source by keeping ovens and burners 
clean, and by turning down the timer setting on toasters. Using the fan on the range hood when cooking 
can also help to remove combustion particles from the air. If this fails to produce the desired results, there 
are other solutions to consider. 

Install smoke alarms with a pause feature 

For anyone experiencing nuisance alarms, a smoke alarm with a pause or hush feature is a must. These 
alarms have a button which, when pressed, silences the unit for several minutes. The alarm will then re-set 
itself automatically. It is highly recommended that any new smoke alarms purchased include this feature. 

Move the alarm 

Sometimes the solution to frequent nuisance alarms is as simple as moving the alarm to a different 
location. If at all possible, avoid having a smoke alarm in the cooking area. Moving an alarm from the 
kitchen to the hallway could solve your problem. Another option is to move the alarm from the ceiling to 
the wall. The alarm should be installed no less than 10 cm and no more than 30 cm from the ceiling and 
should be located away from corners. 

Try Alternative Technology 

Smoke alarms commonly use one of two technologies to detect smoke: ionization or photoelectric. By 
understanding how each works you can make a more informed decision as to what suits your needs. 
Ionization-type smoke alarms have a small amount of radioactive material that ionizes the air between 
two electrically charged plates, causing a measurable current to flow between the plates. When smoke 
enters the chamber, it disrupts the flow of current, which activates the alarm. Ionization alarms respond 
slightly faster to flaming-type fires. 

Photoelectric-type alarms work by aiming a light source into a sensing chamber at an angle away 
from the sensor. Smoke entering the chamber reflects light onto the sensor which triggers the alarm. 
Photoelectric alarms respond slightly faster to smoldering type fires. 

Note: It is generally recommended that any alarms installed near the kitchen be of the photoelectric- 





KEEPING SAFE FROM 
THE "SILENT KILLER" 

The following information is provided by the Technical Standards and 
Safety Authority (TSSA). For more information about carbon monoxide 
safety, visit their website at www.tssa.org, or contact Port Colborne 
Fire 8 Emergency Services. 

What is Carbon Monoxide? Carbon monoxide (CO) is a colourless, 
odourless, tasteless and toxic gas and is often referred to as the "silent 
killer". When inhaled it inhibits the blood's capacity to transport 
oxygen throughout the body. It can poison the body quickly in high 
concentrations, or slowly over long periods of time. 

What are the symptoms of carbon monoxide poisoning? Exposure to 
CO can cause flu-like symptoms such as headaches, nausea, dizziness, 
burning eyes, confusion, drowsiness or loss of consciousness. In severe 
cases, CO poisoning can cause brain damage and death. The elderly, 
children and people with heart or respiratory conditions may be 
particularly sensitive to CO. What are some danger signs? You or other 
members of your family have symptoms of CO exposure (see above). 
You notice a sharp, penetrating odour or smell of gas when your 
furnace or other fuel-burning equipment turns on. The air is stale or 
stuffy. The pilot light of your furnace or other fuel-burning equipment 
goes out. Chalky white powder forms on the chimney/exhaust vent 
pipe or soot build-up occurs around the exhaust vent. 

If you suspect carbon monoxide in your home... 


Where should a CO alarm be located in the home? Proper placement of 
a CO alarm is important. In general, the human body is most vulnerable 
to the effects of CO during sleeping hours, so an alarm should be 
located in or as near as possible to the sleeping area of the home.

COTTAGE FIRE SAFETY TIPS 


To minimize the risk of fire and burn injury. Port Colborne 

Fire 8 Emergency Service recommends the following cottage 

fire safety tips: 

• Install smoke alarms on every storey and outside all 
sleeping areas. It's the law for all Ontario homes, cottages, 
cabins and seasonal homes to have working smoke alarms 
on every storey and outside all sleeping areas. 

• Test smoke alarms at least monthly or each time you return 
to the cottage. Pack a new smoke alarm and extra smoke 
alarm batteries in case they need replacement. 

• Install and ensure carbon monoxide alarms in your cottage 
if it has a fuel-burning appliance. 

• Develop and practice a home fire escape plan to ensure 
everyone knows what to do if the smoke alarm sounds. 


■ Know the telephone number for the local fire department 
and your cottage's emergency sign number, in case of 
emergency. 

• Clean barbecues before using them. Keep an eye on lit 
barbecues and ensure all combustibles, as well as children 
and pets are kept well away from them. Fires can happen 
when barbecues are left unattended. 

> Keep barbecue lighters and matches out of sight and reach 


open air burning is permitted before having a campfire 
or burning brush. If open burning is allowed, fires should 
be built on bare soil or on exposed rock. Remove leaves 
and twigs from around the fire to keep it from spreading. 
Always keep a bucket of water, sand, or even a shovel 
close by and supervise the fire at all times. 

• If you must smoke, do so outside. Keep a large can with 
water nearby so cigarette butts can be safely discarded. 
If you drink, do so responsibly. Tobacco use and excessive 
alcohol consumption are contributing factors in many fires 
and can lead to serious injuries. 

• Burn candles in sturdy candleholders that will not tip and 
are covered with a glass shade. When you go out, blow 
out!

VALE HEALTH AND WELLNESS CENTRE CREATES COMMUNITY 
GATHERING SPACE IN PORT COLBORNE

The Ontario Construction Report 

The new $32 million Vale Health and Wellness 
Centre in Port Colborne creates a community hub 
for physical activity, where people can gather 
for activities and events. Les Camm, Senior 
Project Manager with MHPM Project Managers 
Inc., says his company started working on the 
144,000 sq. ft. project in 2009 with meetings and 
consultations with the City's advisory committee, 
including municipal councillors, volunteers and 
staff. "In the end the success of this project will 
be to a large degree, due to the efforts of this 
committee whose members were open-minded, 
thorough and tireless in their efforts to have the 
best facility possible for the community." 

MJM Architects Inc. designed the building to 
replace three stand-alone facilities, all in need 
of upgrading and maintenance. In April 2011, 
Aquicon Construction Co. Ltd. was awarded the 
construction contract for the new facility. 

The project includes a recreational NHL-sized 
rink with seating for 200, another NHL-sized 
spectator rink with seating for 1,000, a six-lane 
25 m. pool and a leisure and therapy pool. "The 
facility also includes a double gymnasium which 
can be used for sports programming or large 
assembly gatherings, a walking track around the 
perimeter of the spectator area, a fitness area 
and all the administrative support spaces," says 
Camm. 

"The designers incorporated plenty of glazing," 
he said. "You walk into the main entrance and 
to the left you can see into the pool area, to 
the right you can see into the gym and to the 
extreme right you can see the first of the rinks," 
says Camm. "Not only does this design let in a lot 
of natural light but it is open and exciting and 
immediately apparent where everything is. 

"The City will operate the arenas, while the YMCA 
through a partnership arrangement will co¬ 
ordinate programming for the pool, gymnasium 
and fitness areas. The site also includes six bocce 
courts providing space for the local bocce club, 
which formerly occupied the site. "The new 
centre sits directly where the old bocce courts 
were located for many years so the city agreed 
to incorporate space within the facility for the 
new dub to be established," says Camm. 


The main entrance, across from the customer 
service desk will greet arriving visitors, while a 
second entrance further west gives regular rink 
users a more direct access to the change areas 
without adding to traffic at the building's front. 

The open concept and natural light make the 
facility bright but achieving this was not without 
challenges. "Natural light is great except in the 
pool area where it can create a glare impacting 
the lifeguards' vision, and in the rink, where the 
same kind of thing interferes with visibility," 
says Camm. "The solution for us was the careful 
placement of windows and the use of Kalwali, 
which diffuses the light." 

The project has been designed to achieve LEED 
Silver certification with, among other features, 
such items as improved insulation, heat recovery 
from the refrigeration system, efficient heating 
and cooling, high albedo ("white") roofing, 
drought resistant landscaping, construction 
waste management, low VOC coatings, green 
guard furniture and locally sourced materials. 
"We'll also be looking for additional points for 
the use of environmentally friendly cleaning 
products and practices as well as waste recycling," 
says Camm. 

Outside, the centre has a very modern look 
which will make it stand out as a place of 
interest and attraction. "This is referred to as 
a pre-engineered structure but the architects 
added a unique appearance through the use of 
interesting materials and shapes which improve 
the views and elevations," says Camm. "The 
exterior is mainly white with a metal skin and 
it has windows on most elevations. The added 
interest of the Kalwali; and phenolic, multi¬ 
colored cladding on some elevations gives the 
building a look of canvas dotted with splashes 
of colour." 

The project is expected to be substantially 
complete by the end of October. Federal 
and provincial governments contributed 
a total of $17 million. Vale contributed 
$1.25 million of the overall $32 million 
investment, earning the company naming rights.

together to align and collaborate on many medical projects. 

• Physician lead hired: Dr. Jeff Remington 

• Community Care Access Centre Case manager assigned to all practice providers in Port Colborne, the 
first such initiative in a non-Family Health Team (FHT) model of practice. 

• A screening tool to identify high risk / frail seniors has been developed and implemented by the Local 
Health Integration Network for use at all clinics in Port Colborne. 

• Initial project development of a Dementia screening program, again, first such screening program in 
a non-FHT model of practice. 

• Diabetes Mellitus Education Programs working group established to improve access, quality and 
efficiency of Diabetic Education programming. 

• Initial consultation for inter-connectivity of the virtual FHT. Clinical Connect has been successfully 
implemented in the largest clinic in Port Colborne, a Family Health Organization practice model. 

• Governance; through a not for profit corporation; the South Niagara Health Care Corporation. 


• Physician engagement with more learners being placed in Port 
Colborne for clinical rotations and preceptor participation in Rural 
Ontario Medical Program, Rural Medicine Week at an all time high 
of 70%. 

• Discussion with another community (Grimsby) to collaborate with 
the pilot project. 

These projects are already optimizing workplace satisfaction for all physicians and the virtual FHT 
model is expected to show an excellent management of resources with improved health outcomes and 
better satisfaction for patient navigation. 

Other programs and sen/ice delivery of such programs are being vetted by the stakeholders to improve 
access, quality and efficiency, to ensure maximum utilization, avoid duplication and improve health 
promotion to the patients in the City of Port Colborne.

Illegal dumping 
of garbage

Property owners in violation of this ordinance 
will be notified by the City and must cut their grass/ 
weeds within 72 hours. Failing to comply will result in 
the City cutting the grass/weeds and all costs of such 
rk being billed to the owner's tax account.

Non-Structural - pool drainage, waste dumping, etc. 
Vegetative - plantings, flowers, vegetable gardens, 
decorative landscaping, including shrubs, trees. 

Encroachments are of concern because they may: 

• Restrict or limit the use and enjoyment of municipal 
property which is for the benefit of all property 
owners, residents, tourists and visitors: 

• Pose a safety hazard to the public and give rise to 
potential damage claims from resultant injuries; 

• Damage the natural environment and undermine 
the City's stewardship role in protecting natural 
features: 

• Destabilize public lands with resultant damage to 
adjacent private lands; 

• Result in ratepayers absorbing costs to restore 
degraded municipal property; 

• Interfere with existing or future municipal 
infrastructure (drainage, water, sewer or highway 
improvements); and 

• Interfere with other services such as gas, telephone, 
electrical distributors, cable television or electronic 
data transfer having been subject to proper location 
on municipal property through easements or other 
agreements. 

Please ensure when placing objects or things out, make 
sure that they are on your own property, or obtain 
written approval from the City of Port Colborne. 
The fee for an encroachment request is $300.

Lucas Dracz reels in big prize at 444 Walleye Tournament

There isn’t a time when 
Lucas Dracz isn’t fishing. 

The Dunnville native said he 
has been fishing as long as he's 
been walking. With more than 
20 years of fishing underneath 
his belt, Dracz has enough 
experience to reel in the big¬ 
gest offish. 

And this past weekend in 
Port Colborne he certainly 
proved it 

Dracz, and his teammates, 
BrandonKriter, Justin Borowetz 
and Steve Hardcastle, placed 
second at the 21st annual 
444 International Walleye 
Tournament which took place 
June 22-24 in Port Colbome. 

Hosted by the Port Colbome 
and District Conservation 
Club, Dracz’s team caught a 


total weight of 67.41 pounds of 
fish over the three-day event, 
netting a $5,000 prize in the 
process. 

For Dracz, the tournament 
was both fun and competitive. 

“You always look to catch 
the biggest fish,” Dracz said. 
“We’re just four people in a 
boat catching pickerel. The 
biggest you catch gets you the 

It’s the second year that 
Dracz has participated in the 
444 tournament. The tourna¬ 
ment saw 107 boats with com¬ 
petitors from all over the world 
fishing in Port Colbome. 

The 444, which stands for 
four anglers, four pairs of rods 
and four biggest walleye, was 
held at H.H. Knoll Lakeview 
Park. The first place team, 
Meals on Reels, an American 
team captained by Gary 


Marcinkowski, took home a 
$10,000 prize. 

Other prizes included $1,000 
for “cool under pressure” for 
the team with the largest jump 
in weight from day one to day 
two, $1,000 for largest fish from 
Saturday and $1,000 for the 
largest fish from Sunday. 

Dracz said the tourna¬ 
ment featured a Canadian 
and American rivalry. He said 
while it sucked that Americans 
reeled in more fish than the 
Canadians, it’s always fun to 
get caught up in the spirit of 
competition. 

“We’U get it next year for 
sure," Dracz said of winning 
the Can Am Cup. 

Not his first tournament and 
certainly not his last, Dracz 
vows to continue in the 444 
tournament for many years to
